The latter Interprets 
this as nothing else than the "sword 
of Gideon" (v. 14). Gideon worshiped 
God and at once returned to arouse 
the camp of Israel.

CHANQC PROM THE "TEA" THAT 
l» SO POPULAR. 



Hostsss Can Provld. DallantTuI Enter- 
tainment at Comnamttvaty Small 
Cost m a Fashion That Is 
Some wtrnt Unusual. 

Why don't ydn glv« a coffee T Haw 
yon aver heard of one? It Is like a 
test, excepting that coftao Instead of 
test, fa the chosen - beverage, and In- 
stead of sandwiches and cares of tbe 
usual sort all the- food seems to have 
come straight from a German coffee 
■hop. 

This rather unnsual form of ootar- 
talnment la (riven In the morning. 
Cards are' sent .oat with the words 
"Coffte," an* "PVom 11 to 1" written 
on them. Or, If tbe "Coffee" is to bo 
Very small, tbe Invitations may be 
given by telephone. For one of the 
eharmi of the "Coffee" la ftbat tt Is 
Informal. 

In the din fog -room the table Is 
spread, with a lace or embroidered 
luncheon cloth — something ratbor elab- 
orate can be used — and In tbe center, 
Instead of flowers, la a big silver tray 
heaped with fruits made of manlpau. 
Half a dozen German cakes are placed 
on the table. There are small Oermam 
almond cakes on a plate covered with 
a bice dolly. Then la a cake' board on 
which la a big coffee ring, with a wide- 
btaded silver knife beside It There Is 
a cheese cake cut Into narrow, wedge- 
shaped pieces. And there are other 
German sweeta or the sort that can he 
bought at a nrst-claas German delica- 
tessen or bakery or- made at home ae- 
cordlng to recipes in » German cook- 
ery book. 

At each end or the table is an um 
or a percolating coffee pot over an al- 
cohol (lamei for coffee la the only bev- 
erage served, tt is served In large 
cups, breakfast alie. and with tt are 
passed cream and sugar. 

G*rmsn Doughnuts. — Here la a reci- 
pe for one German delicacy that may 
be served with the coffee. Scald a pint 
Of milk, and While It Is scalding hot 
pour over It a prat or flour Beat until 
smooth and then add half s teaapoon- 
ftil ot salt, and coot Add the beaten 
yalks of four eggs, a tableapoonful ol 
melted butter, s half cupful of su 
a cupful of flour, twe teasponfuli of 
baking powder, a teupoonfal of al- 
mond or other flavoring and tbe beat- 
en whites of four egga: Add mora 
flour if necessary to make a toft 
dough. Roll out and eat and fry gold 
brown. Drain on thick paper aad roll 
In sugar. 

Gorman Apple Cake. — For German 
apple cake, sift a pint of flour with one 
and a half teaapoonruls of baking pow- 
der and half a teaspoonrol af salt 
Add two tablespoon rnls of butter, rub- 
bing It in thoroughly, and then add a 
beaten egg and milk enough to make 
a thick batter. Spread the batter In 
a buttered tin to the thickness of an 
Inch Over -tbe top spread quarters 
or eighths of peeled and cored apples 
and sprinkle with sugar and cinna- 
mon Bake In a hot oven. 



Her Laundry Method. 
Shave an ounce of paraffin and a 
bar of laundry soap Into a basin of 
water and boll for a few minutes until 
the nosp and paraffin have been dis- 
solved. Pour this Into a boiler of boil- 
ing water and mix It with the water. 
Wet your soiled clothes In cold water, 
wring tbem and put them Into tbe boil- 
ing suds. Boll them for ten minutes.

elpmentaJ conditions that make up 
life, which are easily understood and 
practical, and which. If given a little 
serious thinking, will transform this 
"vale of tears'' Into a land ot Joyous 
living. 

There are some people In Texas, 
though, woo do appreciate small be- 
ginnings and small things, and who 
are really making thlnga oome to 
pass. We should be thankful that 
there are still a few farmers who are 
not cotton craay. A tew farmers who 
think of hogs, chickens and eggs to 
raise a few. who like to eat vegetables 
enough to raise a garden, wbo raise 
enough corn to have some meal 
ground for the old-faahloned antebel- 
lum golden egg-bread, who use the 
milk and butter from their own dairy 
cowit. and whose wives are last old- 
fashioned enough to make lyc-hornlDj. 
con surplus garden stuff and fruits 
and make quilts to keep them warm 
lb the winter. This class of farmers 
lire at home and whether cotton sells 
or not tber will continue to live, to eat 
and to enjoy sonie ol tbe blessings of 
life. 

The above Is suggested by s meet- 
ing I attended In Waco, and about 
which I want to tell the readers of 
the Houston Post It was a meeting 
of Negro farmers, about five hundred 
of them, representing some ten thou- 
sand others who were at home in tbe 
North, South, E»st and West Teias. 
The 500 had been sent to Waco to 
work In the nineteenth annual conven- 
tion of the Farmers' Improvement so- 
ciety of Teaas. Here are some of tbe 
things they did They sang Bongs of 
praise sad prayed God for hi* bless- 
ing on their humble efforts with a 
fervor surpassing anything 1 had ever 
seen or beard in a church. They then 
discussed, made demonstrations and 
produced samples of stuff they raised 
or made Illustrating, selected subjects 
pertain Inn to the farmers' yearly work. 
They made Intelligent written reports 
from their various county organisa- 
tions on the work accomplished dur- 
ing the past year and made plans for 
another year's work There woe wit 
and humor and song and laughter In- 
terspersed with huge chunks of bard 
common sense. They were sober 
minded man and women bent upon 
Hndtnji The way to the belter life for 
themselves snd their children There 
order— there was organization.

We are proud of the splendid 
representation of intelligence and commercial progress; proud of 
the close and respectful attention given the speaker; proud of the 
substantial sum of money raised to further the great cause he pleads. 

It was right that we should 30 honor Mr. Trotter. In so doing, 
we honored not merely him, but we honored ourselves, in that we 
endorsed a fcrcat principle. !t is well that we keep one fact clearly 
in mind that is, that segregation is. and can only be. degrading 
and humiliating 

Webster once said: In war there are no Sundays." So in 
mural questions, there are no politics, no creeds, no distinctions. 
When a great moral questions is raised, there is no black, no white. 
We are all men and women. 

All races are one -they are a unit. The white race is part 
of that unit; the black race is a part they are one. There is one 
great, terrible fact in regard to the coloretJ race today: it is that 
millions are discriminated against in this matter of segregation. 
There is nothing fur the rest of the race -the decent white section 
of it— to do, but tu devote themselves to abolishing this segregation. 

Education, progress, are worth nothing else now to the colored 
msn~ Except as helping that argument. We should be thrifty, indus- 
trictfs, successful, rich, educated, only as an argument that the col- 
ored race has a right to a place side by side and equal with the white. 
We wish we could impress this truth upon every Negro. Our race 
today is on trial. There are those who say we merit only a lower 
place m the aocial scale. The best thing the colored man can do, 
then, with fits life, with his mosey, with his character, is to throw 
them into the scale of the argument and make segregation kick 
the beam 

We refuse to recognize any limitations of rights or race. 
Equal right* for all! Else, tear up the American Constitution 
and dissolve the American Republic! Every citizen, black or white, 
who is liable to be hanged for crime is entitled to pof« for rulers, 
who 13 responsible to the State has a right to life, liberty and the 
pursuit of happiness 

Shall Northern civilization sink to the level of Southern bar- 
barism? Was it nothing that, in the lonely quiet of the plantation, 
there fell on the unpitied body of the alave every torture which 
hellish ingenuity could devise? Was it nothing that, as husband- 
and father, mother and child, the Negro drained to its dregs all the 
bitterness that could be pressed into his cup? that, torn with whip 
and dogs, starved, hunted, tortured, racked, he cried-— "How long, 
Uird, how long?" Was all this nothing, that there shall be heap- 
ed upon tts insults and indignities ae freemen, not a whit leas than 
those shown us aa slaves.' 

But whv this prejudice.' Why this discrimination'.' Why this 
segregation' 1 The question occasionally has been asked. There 
never yet has been an answer— -therm im no anewer! ■ 

Ls it because we were once slaves— -for two hundred years or 
so slaves' 1 ls if 

There is no race on earth that has not been m slavery at one 
period. This very Saxon blood our white brothers boast, was en- 
slaved for five centuries in Europe. They were eiaoee— these 
white Americans! 

Then notice this fact. No race, except one. ever won its free- 
dom from slavery by the sword. Only one race m history actually 
Aon its freedom by the sword— -and that the colored race — -and 
!he only instance St. Domingo. 

This white race that holds its head so high and treats the col- 1 
ored race so contemptuosly, did not win its liberty by the sword, j 
They would be in slavery yet, jf their liberty had not been gotten. I 
for them'. They did not even rise in insurrection, these white slaves I 

Lf, back in those days, when our white brothers were slaves, a I 
black man had landed on their shores, he might well have said: j 
'This white race doesn't deserve freedom, they are just naturally 
menial. They don't deserve recognition, they are naturally inferior. 
They don't deserve equality of rights; they just naturally ought to 
be segregated It will avoid friction. He and I cannot get along 
side by side. 

And the black man saying that about the white man five or six 
hundred years ago would have been just as right, just as reason- 
able, just as logical and as just, as the white man is to day in say- 
ing it of the black man. 

Weil, let us c<>ntir.-jt- to work out our own salvation. Aek no 
odds only aemand justice' Let us show these haughty, preju- 
dicial Hnnnc-r_. of uurs'what we can do— -in education, in industry, 
in making our mark in- the world.

Method ef Preparation Carefully Grvaii 

by in Expert Who Know* duet , 

How it Should ■* Put To- 

g*th«r for Beat Results. 

One of tha finest little things for 
the expert housewife to know la how ■ 
to take certain portion* of flour, eggs 
and sugar and whip them swiftly Into 
the snap* of sponge cake. Is there 
any man, woman or child of right 
mind who does not like a property 
baked "sponge cake?" Echo anaaera 
none. An old band furnished tha Star 
with the necessary metiiod In careful 
detail. Here It'll': 

The proper requlalleo tor cake bak- 
ing are some deep, round- bottomed 
bowls for mtilng, on* to be large 
enough to hold entire mixture when 
done; a regulation graded one half- 
pint measuring 4up, standard tea and 
tablespoon, a good perforated mixing 
spoon, fist egg whip and revolving , 
egg beater. 

The correct molds for cake are so 
coristnicled that tln-y require no frees- ' 
lug; a Herman "spring form" or thoae : 
with removable slides wbere a knife ! 
can be slipped In to cut u&Abe cake , 
are the befit; If round molds are used 
select those with a tube In center; . 
they bold up the delicate mixture [ 
while raising and cut more evenlr- 

Ttie object of nngreued mold! Is i 
twofold. It 1* decidedly cleaner, and 
cake baked that way la more delicate. | 
As the batter rises It ellnga to sides | 
sod tube and'etays there tmttl -r-nt 
out, while a greased mold lets cake, 
slide down and sag even during the 
baking The egg cake* should be In- 
verted with tbe mold aa soon aa taken 
from the men and allowed to hang 
While cooling, this stretches tbe Cake 
and Increases It materially la else. 
If mold has no projections for that 
purimsB set rim on three cups or rest 
center tube on a Mason Jar: this will 
raise It from level of table and let air 
circulate freely around cake while 

When whipnlng whites for cakes a), 
waye use a flat earg whip and use It 
with lung men stroke; thla Incloses 
sir and makes cake light: on tha other 
hand, for telngs or meringue a revolv- 
ing egg beater should b* used, a* a 
close-grained consistency Is desired for 
that purpose. When told to fold In 
sugar or flour use a flat whip or spoon 
and combine material with a dipping 
motion, never beat, whip or itlr st 
that stage, or cake will be tosgh. The 
care nf ihese light' cakes while baklag 
can be summed up a* fallows: Tbe 
ftp-; ten to twenty mlnutM the beat 
should be moderate, tbe cake must 
rise slowly to top of pan without 
browning, then heat can be Increased 
At all times wstch carefully- A* soon 
as oven gets too bot open oven door 
and let hot air escape: this will 
change the temperature at one* 

Do not be afraid that cold air may 
chill cake. As the hot air escape* It 
will keep ihe cold from *» net rating. A 
Tew asbestos sheets are useful to 
Ulace sbov* or below ceke If It browns 
too rant. To ascertain whan cckee 
are done prese top with finger tips. If 
It retx'unda without making a biasing 
saund and the cake has shrunk 
slightly. It Is done Take from oven. 
carefully Invert tbe mold, being care- 
ful that no drart can strike It. and let 
aland until cold. When cake has been 
cut from mold place Inverted on Bat 
plate, rub off the little loose furry 
particles that may be on aides and top, 
then cake Is ready for Icing;. 

As a last caution to tbe Ineinen- 
enced cook let me say nove.r aubetl- 
tute other material for that called for 
In Ihese reClpei; especially doe* this 
apply to the flour. Pastry flour is so 
superior to tbe "sprlni wheat for all 
cake* and pastry that tbe amall dif- 
ference In price should not be con- 
aldered. Granulated susar must be 
fin*, grained, and be sure to not* th* 
difference In "powder and confection- 
ers sugar"— tbe former Is extremely 
fine grained and used In baking, while 
tha latter la smooth like starch and 1* 
beat for icing, etc -Washington Star.
